Policy of Leniency Is 
Adopted to Encourage 
Flow of Money Into 
Other Channels. 


WASHINGTON, . Oct. 
ing to ease the burdens of debtors and 
expand credit, today decreed a vir- 
tual five-year moratorium on the re- 
payment to it of many loans. 
Laying down a policy that “leniency 
be granted to all borrowers,” Jesse H. 
Jones, RFC chairman, directed that 


in cases where the corporation's se- 


curity will not suffer and where such 


action is desired, “extensions” 
granted for as much as five years from | 
next January 31. 

Jones told newspapermen at.a press 
conference that repayments of RFC 
loans are proceeding at such a rate 
as to indicate a continuation of liqui- 
dation. 

Spend Elsewhere. 

“We should rather,” he explained, 
“that debtors use .ome of their money 
for current purposes, and to that end 
we shall aid in refinancing their short- 
term loans into five-year paper.” 

In a note sent to all managers of 
the RFC loan agencies, Jones said: 

“Partial payments are preferable 
but forced liquidation is not in the 
interest of recovery, and we wish to 
be as helpful as possible to our bor- 
rowers in meeting their obligations 
of citizenship, as well as to pay their

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Georgia 
| will have approximately 762 enumera- 
tors and nine supervisor districts dur- 
ing the agricultural census which will 
be inaugurated in the state during the 
Jatter part of November, it was learn- 
ed here today from W. L. Austin, di- 
rector of ‘e federal census.

Defendant Claims Girl 
Either Jumped or Fell 
in Jackson Tragedy. 


JACKSON, Ga., Oct. 15.—(#)—J. 
F. Patterson, of Ola., Ga., in an un- 
sworn statement to a Butts county 
superior court jury today said Miss 
Virginia Anne Walden, 14-year-old 
Atlanta schoolgirl, either jumped or 
fell from an automobile, receiving in- 
juries which caused her death, but 
that he did not know how the acci- 
dent happened. 

Patterson is on trial charged with 
murder in connection with the girl’s 
death, which resulted from a fall or 
leap from an automobile near Indian 
Springs several months ago. 

All evidence in the case was com- 
pleted with the statement by the de- 
fendant, and arguments by ‘counsel 
will be made Tuesday, after which 
the case will go to the jury. 

Important state witnesses included 
Mrs. 8S. A. Hobbs, mother of tke girl, 
who said that she was called in At- 
lanta and told that her daughter had 
been injured and that she rushed to 
Jackson, but that Miss Walden was 
unconscious when she reached there 
and remained unconscious until her 
death at Grady hospital the next day, 
to which place she was rushed the 
night of the accident. Mrs. Hobbs 
identified the girl's clothing and 
handbag. 

C. T. Thornton, night policeman at 
Jackson, told of arresting Patterson 
about an hour after Miss Walden had 
been brought to a physician’s office 
for treatment. 

Miss Zelma Wilson testified that 
she was a member of the party of 
four, which included Miss Walden, 
Patterson and Jack Fisher, also of 
Ola, that had left the Shingle Roof 
camp meeting in Henry county the 
night of the accident, bound for At- 
lanta to attend a dance, 
proceeded as far north as _ Stock- 
bridge when it was decided not to 
go to Atlanta, but to go to a dance 
at Indian Springs. After reaching 
the Springs she said some one in the 
party suggested going to a_ refresh- 
ment stand and getting drinks, but 
some demurred and the party split, 
Miss Walden and Patterson leaving 
in an automobile and she and Fisher 
remaining together. 

Dr. H. T. Strickland, local dentist, 
to whose home Miss Walden rushed 
after the accident, testified that he 
maintains a summer home at Indian 
Springs and that on the night of the 
accident he came in about 30 min- 
utes after Miss Walden reached his 
home. He said the girl told him her 
“brain was bursted and that she was 
going to die.” He said he asked her 
who her companion was and she re- 
plied: “Pat Patterson.” Dr. Strick- 
land said the girl in describing her 
treatment said: “I thought he was 
carrying me off to mistreat me. If 
people knew how he has treated me 
‘tonight, he would not live to get back 
home.” The dentist testified that 
Miss Walden told him that “Patter- 
son did not actually injure me.” Dr. 
Strickland said he then took her to 
Dr. R. L. Hammond’s office in Jack- 
son, where she lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, 

Miss Kathleen Strickland, sister of 
the dentist, testified to the girl run- 
ning screaming into their home and

Poincare, broken by long illness, 
died early today at the age of 74. 
His labors for his country had taxed

Its 
tombstones still bear scars of German 
shells.

CO-ORDINATION WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The biggest 

backstage joke among New Dealers is the 
office of co-ordinator. The boys titter at the mere mention of that 
vacant job. That is, all do except Mr. Roosevelt and the two ex-co- 
ordinators who gracefully backed themselves out of the impossible 
task. 

The story is current among New Deal hoi polloi that the presi- 
dent is about ready to resort to a little kidnaping to get someone 
to take the post. . 

He needs a man with a dual personality, a mind that will stretch. 

You may recall that the first co-ordinator, Frank Walker, de- 
cided last spring that his business needed him very badly. Mr. 
Walker may cut off his right arm if Mr. Roosevelt requests it, but 
it is doubtful whether Mr. Walker would consent to be co-ordi- 
nator again. Mr. Walker’s successor was Donald Richberg, who 
took the job just to get away from General Johnson, which may 
give you a hint how badly he wanted to get away. However, Mr. 
Richberg now is back in the NRA. 

The sum total of their co-ordination thus far is the establish- 
ment of a telephone switchboard information service. The extent 
of this.service is to keep track of the various farflung ingredients 
of the alphabet soup, just in case one ingredient might want to get 
in touch with another ome some time.

INCONSISTENCIES Everyone (since Dr. Johnson) knows 


consistency is the bugaboo of small 
minds, but few people realize what a stretch of imagination will be 
required of the new co-ordinator. 

For instance, Harry Hopkins is buying farms and stocking them 
while Henry Wallace is curtailing the acreage and slaughtering the 
stock. Reliefer Hopkins has taken in about 80,000 rural families 
by purchasing farm lands for them, stocking the premises and taking 
mortgages. 

Then AAA Director Wallace may come along and pay the farmer 
for reducing the acreage and killing the pigs which Hopkins bought. 

Just as difficult, and older, fs the problem of dovetailing the 
AAA and NRA price policies. The fundamental purpose of the 
AAA is not to boost farm prices, but to restore a fair price parity 
between the farmers’ payments for manufactured goods and the 
price he receives for farm products. But if the NRA works, the 
price of manufactured goods goes up and puts the AAA goal fur- 
ther behind the end zone. 

After figuring that out, the co-ordinator can then devote him- 
self to making the monetary policy conform both to the AAA and 
NRA policies. 

Then he can harmonize the banking policies which require 
liquidity of banks for meeting the requirements of examiners and 
for absorbing government bonds, with the other policy designed to 
make bankers loosen up and make commercial loans. 

As relaxation from such deep stuff, the co-ordinator also would 
devote himself in off moments to harmonizing Mr. Farley with Mr. 
Tugwell, Mr. Hull with Mr. Peak, Mr. Hurja with Mr Ickes, etc. 

It is a good job for anyone who can do it.

WAR TALK You can get a sharp inside slant on all this war 
talk you have been hearing in past months by dig- 
ging behind the sudden change of front by Signor Mussolini. 

The world’s champion saber rattler said only 10 days ago that 
if Yugoslavia did not stop criticizing Italy, it might learn some- 
thing about the bravery of Italian soldiers. Shortly thereafter, King 
Alexander was assassinated. Now, with Italian diplomatic officials 
being beaten unjustly by infuriated Yugoslavian mobs, Mussolini 
has ordered the incidents suppressed in the Italian press. In fact, 
he has publicly praised Yugoslavian authorities for their efforts to 
maintain order. 

Mr. Mussolini, like many another statesman, may bark wildly 
to frighten his adversaries, but he knows how to be wise and 
coolheaded when bitten. 


CO-OPERATION Our officials agree that if European states- 

men in 1914 had acted as wisely as Mus- 
solini, there would have been no World War. Even soviet Russia 
is coming to his aid now. Karl Radek has come out with a lead- 
ing editorial in Izvestia charging that the German nazis may have 
been responsible for the Alexander assassination. That is a clever 
move to divert Yugoslavian suspicions from Italy, and to crack down 
on der furore. (The Russians really believe Hitler has made a five- 
year secret military alliance with the Japanese.)

THIRTY-HOUR WEEK 


Would Bring Worse De- 
pression, Says General, 
on Resuming Private 
Life. 


== 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(/)— 
Hugh S. Johnson, who bossed indus- 
try for 16 months, believes a blanket 
cut of the work week to 30 hours 
would bring “a depression that'll 
turn your hair gray. 

He contends that any relief for 
unemployment through work week 
slashes is “limited.” As for taking 
care of the jobless, the general says: 

“There are many ways to disguise 
the dole, but they are all too expen- 
sive in administration. The cheap- 
est way to keep people alive is direct 
cash—paying people money to buy 
stuff to eat.” 

The general made these observa- 
tions today—the day he went off the 
federal pay roll—in a chat with the 
press at Walter Reed hospital. Dress- 
ed in pajamas and a light blue bath- 
robe, Johnson explained that what he 
said was “just my private opinion 
and as a private citizen now I can 
express it.” 

The general is officially out of 
NRA. After a thorough physical ex- 
amination at the army hospital, he 
plans a‘ shooting trip at the south- 
ern island home of Bernard M. 
Baruch, New York financier and his 
old business associate. 

‘“‘What would you do if you were 
starting over again?’ he was asked. 

“If I had the job to do over again 
I’d resign the first day.” 

Johnson .sounded like he meant it. 
Asked for ways of lifting the coun- 
try further toward prosperity, he 
outlined plans he brought to Wash- 
ington in 1933 for a quick expendi- 
ture of public funds on army mo- 
torization, railroad improvement, low- 
cost housing and factory moderniza- 
tion. 

“We had it plotted to put 1,000,- 
000 men to work in the heavy indus- 
tries by October 1, 1933. Whether 
I'd do it now I don’t know. I’m 
going to start planning again as soon 
as I’ve had some rest and get NRA 
out of my mind.”

“There is no more hope for them,” 
he declared. ; 

Demanding that their employers 
raise coal miners’ wages from less 
than $2 to $3.50 weekly, the men 
earlier today sent up requests for 345 
coffins and the ‘laconic message: 

“We are determined to die. Forget 
about us. Good-bye to the children.” 

The member of parliament brought 
back vivid descriptions of the scenes 
of horror below, the result of more 
than 100 hours of self-entombment 
without food or water. 

“T expected a terrible catastrophe 
in the coal mines any moment,” he 
said. 

Those most violent of the hunger- 
crazed miners have been tied to posts 
to prevent their killing themselves, he 
related, adding that “the trade union 
no longer has any control over the 
men.” 

“Utterly exhausted, they are hud- 
dled down there in the heat,” he 
said, “lying on the dirty, water- 
soaked bed of the mine with huge 
chunks of coal for pillows. Some 
are unconscious. Nearly five days 
without water to drink has parched 
their throats, and they could not eat 
if they had food. . . . Some of them 
utter sounds like tortured animals.” 

That the men would accept no 
compromise was confirmed by the 
secretary of their union, who brought 
up this message: 3 

“We have decided deliberately to 
commit suicide if our demands are 
not met. Suicide by starvation in 
the heart of the earth is no worse 
than slow death by starvation if we 
continue to accept less than $2 a 
week. We are Hungarians. As such 
we hope that our countrymen may 
hear our cry of pity from the depths 
of the mine and from the depths of 
our hearts.” 

The government, baffled in all its 
effort to end the miners’ grim resist- 
ance, earlier planned to send troops 
to the bottom of the mine to bring 
the miners up at the point of bayo- 
nets and guns, but desisted when it 
was pointed out that the mine ele- 
vators would hold only 16 men. 

In their desperation, it was ar- 
gued, the miners probably would tear 
to pieces any such small _ detach- 
ment, 

The mining company, in which 
Austrians and Britishers have heavy 
investments, claims general economic 
and market conditions do not allow 
it to employ miners more than two 
days a week, nor pay more than $2. 
Fearing international complications 
or further strikes, the government 
has hesitated to force it to meet the 
miners’ demands, 

Meanwhile, hundreds of relatives 
of the miners and excited villagers 
stood about the mouth of the black 
pit, which is guarded by six stalwarts 
armed with pick-axes. 

Thus far 44 of the miners—some 
of them er mad, others near 
death, all suffering from hunger, 
thirst and exhaustion—have been 
brought to the surface. 

The infuriated men seized five gov- 
ernment conciliators who went be- 


dissolved in sulphuric acid and thrown 
in the river. |

sequence of social hints for the travel- 
er, varied at times with historical re- 
minders. This service was developed 
by the late James Keely, the editor, 
who became a sort of press agent for 
the Pullman Company after he quit 
the newspaper business. He had his 
nerve with him to go into publicity 
because he had been a despot and 
driver to his own forecastle hands 
when he was boss and his reputation 
was still fresh. Moreover, he had 
been a hard and suspicious man to- 
ward all press agents in his time. 


Mr. Keely showed up at. Spelby, 
Mont., at the time of the Dempsey- 
Gibbons prize fight, backed his private 
car onto a siding and set to work 
creating good-will by hand. It was 
interesting to observe how he broke 
down the old resentment of the craft 
\oward a man who once had been so 
aloof and impersonal toward reporters 
on his staff that he even refused to 
acknowledge a polite time of the day 
outside of the office. There were 
several men in the Shelby colony who 
had worked under him but there was 
only one who kept his old hatred pure 
and beautiful. That was the late 
Frank Smith who said he enjoyed 
hating Mr. Keely and would not think 
of selling this precious privilege for 
a. mess of lamb chops and French ice 
cream or even for a clean, comfortable 
bed with connecting shower bath on a 
private car. He died with his hate 
unsullied. 


Keely Succeeds 
In Mission.

Mr. Keely’s mis- 
sion to Shelby 
was a distinct 
social and pro- 
fessional success. He rather leaned 
to big shots and allotted his beds to 
those who seemed likely to do him 
the most good in the papers but his 
dinner parties were quite democratic. 
He invited ordinary journeymen and 
even yearlings to dine with him and 
the meals were memorable because 
Shelby was a T-bone town and his 
private chef was an artist. During 
these meetings he revealed a Jim 
Keely whom the newspaper hands had 
never been permitted to know before. 
He told stories well and he had had 
some amazing experiences in -his own 
time as a reporter in the west. 


The softening-up of Mr. Keely was 
somewhat like that of another English- 
man who came over from London to 
become a legendary tyrant in the mid- 
dle west. Mr. Sam Insull, now broke 
after ammassing a fortune of between 
$75,000,000 and $100,000,000 not only 
admits but insists that he is a Cock- 
ney. He is slightly apologetic when 
forced to confess that the street on 
which he was born in London is not 
within sound of Bow Bells except 
when the wind is favorable and the 
city still. But he brightens up when 
he boasts that he drops his aitches to 
this very day when anything excites 
him. He still says “shillin’” for 
“shilling.” 

Unlike Mr. Insull, Mr. Keely was 
socially ambitious. If he was a Cock- 
hey he never was one to boast of it. 
He fought hard to establish himself 
among the very best people of Chicago 
and was proud of his climb. Old Man 
Insul, on the other hand, whatever 
else may be said of him, never did 
care much for society. 


Both Difficult 
When In Power. 


But both of 
them were 
cold and hard 
when. they 
were in power. Both were tremen- 
deusly successful and both flopped: be- 
fore they were done. Although Mr. 
Keely was so proud that he probably 
did not admit even to himself that he 
had come a failure in the end. 


For a man who had been one of the 
great American editors, the little job 
of turning out mottoes, booklets and 
warnings to the passengers to beware 
of card sharks was hardly a promo- 
tion, even though he did invest it with 
a huge importance and the dignity of 
a private car, complete with chef. 
Possibly he didn’t compose these works 
himself but merely caused them to be 
written in the broad course of his 
work as vice president of the Pullman 
Company in charge of good-will. 

There was a purpose in the democ- 
racy which suddenly came over both 
men. 


In Insull’s case it may yet pay a 
beautiful dividend. The Chicago pub- 
lic was a mob at his heels when he 
ran away. Nowadays it is not uncom- 
mon to hear men say they lost their 
savings on him but that nobody is 
going to be any better off for his go- 
ing to prison.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(4)— 
The supreme court today summarily 
rejected the first legal assault to reach 
it on reorganization of the air mail 
industry brought about by Postmas- 


contracts. 


It refused even to consider the 
damage suit brought by Transconti- 
nental and Western Air, Inc., one of 
the carriers whose contract was an- 
nulled. The government, said the court, 
could not be sued without its consent 
—and there had been no consent. | 

As the tribunal was affirming this 
decision of lower courts, the Air Line 
Pilots’ Association was insisting that 
some existing agreements, made with 
present operators after all contracts 
were cancelled in February, should be 
voided. 

The association said six contractors 
had disregarded a national labor board 
decision fixing the wages and hours 
of pilots: who worked for former air 
mail operators.

The chairman said many banks are 
anxious to lend generally, and that

Some further insight into the prob- 
lem was given in figures cited by the 
chairman, showing that about 58 per 
cent of RFC’s loans have been repaid, 
and that repayments are now proceed- 
ing at a faster pace than loans.

He has a lot of fine, earnest boys who are 
doing their dead-level best and who are taking all the 
knocks and bumps and doing it out of respect and admi- 
ration for their coach and their school. But there isn’t

Mr. Alexander is the only coach in the entire south who 
is without at least one outstanding halfback.

Starting first with hospital ex- 
penses, Dr. Greenough envisioned the 
spread of this plan to full medical, 
dental and nursing services. Some 
of the physicians considered this 
speech a turning point in the history 
of attempts in the United States to 
put patients in position to meet medi- 
cal costs. 

The college is one of the foremost 
medical bodies in North America. Its 
directors last June yoted in favor of 
a non-commercial form of health in- 
surance, and.

A Squeeze for a Count. 

Usually the successful culmination 
of a squeeze play results in one of 
the adversaries being foreed to dis- 
card either a high card or a stopper 
to keep a trick in another suit. The 
successful squeeze therefore usually 
enables the declarer to convert a loser 
either in his own hand or in the dum- 
my into a winner; because one of the 


defensive players cannot guard two 
suits when forced to discard on a 
third. The squeeze play, however, can 
also gain for the declarer by enabling 
him to complete his count on the 
hand. One of the adversaries is forced 
to discard a lot of low cards in a 
suit which admittedly would never 
have been winners anyway, but these 
discards eventually help the declarer 
to get a complete and accurate count 
of the opponents’ distribution and as 
a result quite frequently enable him

West con- 
tinued with another diamond, the de- 
clarer winning with the king in dum- 
my and continuing with a club to 
his own hand. He cashed the ace of 
hearts—to which both opponents fol- 
lowed with low cards—and now ran 
his three remaining clubs, East, al- 
together, had to tind five discards. 
He threw three small diamonds and 
two small hearts, zealously holding on 
to four spades. Three spade tricks 
were now cashed by the declarer, the 
last one, of course, being won in 
dummy, and agheart led. And now, 
when East played the ten the declarer 
had to make his decision. On the 
squeezing club leads the East player 
had obviously been in difficulties. The 
one card now left in East’s hand had 
to be either the heart queen or the 
spade nine. If it were the spade nine, 
the heart queen would now be blank 
in East’s hand. On the other hand, 
if it were the heart queen, South's 
only winning play would be to finesse 
the heart jack. South, before making 
up his mind for certain, thought back 
on the early play. When the club 
tricks were played out, East did not 
know absolutely that the queen of 
spades was in the South hand. There- 
fore there was a strong probability 
that East, rather than zealously hold 
on to four spades, particularly since 
they could only be nine high, would 
have kept a second guard for the heart 
queen, if he had held that card. to 
prevent the declarer from taking four 
tricks in that suit. Furthermore, if 
West had originally held five hearts 
to,the queen-ten, East would have had 
a singleton—a most unlikely distribu-
